Total number of misdemeanors 
during all thc.se year is 650, and 
when you consider that violations 
of city ordinances constitute the 
most of them, there is room for 
a little civic boasting on the part 
of townspeople and their govern¬ 
ing body. There have been only 
three a.ssault und battery cases, 
excluding of course, the usual do- 
me.stic .scuffles; and petty theft 
averages not more than four or 
five a year. 

Of arrests made over the eight 
year period, 98% re.sulted in con¬ 
victions, ’’becau'-'e," says Judge 
Neale, "when our police officers 
bring their man Into court they 
have enough evidence, gathered 
beforehand, with which to war¬ 
rant a conviction.” 

In eight years there have been 
but three jury trials and all three 
were acquittals. 

Little known i.s the quiet, phil¬ 
anthropic work that Judge Neale 
does in an advisory capacity. Par¬ 
ents with recalcitrant Juveniles 
often bring their off.sprlng to 
Judge Neale for paternal advice 
that many times keeps therh out 
of the juvenile courts. Marrlage- 
wenry husbands and wives drop 
in on the Judge to obtain advice 
on how to get a divorce; and 
then go home, and decide they’ve 
been a bit hasty.

^ an unnecessary city expendi¬ 
ture? With no court cases in 
six weeks and a police record 
that plays a poor second to a 
fifth-rate mystery when it comes 
to thrills. Sierra Madre probably 
tops the record of any town in 
the country, percentagely speak¬ 
ing, for its crime-free atmosphere. 

While only cases of misda- 
meanor are bandied through 
Judge Tom Neale’s court, the rec¬ 
ord of felonies in the last eight 
years reads something like this: 
In 1932 a bank robbery (that the 
town still talks about), later in 
1932 on assault case with caustic 
chemicals. Between 1932 and 1939 
the nearest thing to major crime 
was when .some gypsies came to 
town and picked a few pockets 
A robbery occurred in 1939 to 
the extent of $85.5, and to date 
the foregoing comprise the crime 
history of Sierra Madre. 

Misdemeanors, which are neg¬ 
ligible compared with cities of 
similar size, arc the only excuse 
for maintaining a usually vacant 
Jail. The bulk of these cases are 
traffic and liquor violations. Traf¬ 
fic statistics read like this: 38 
violations in 1932, 29 in ’33,45 in 
'34, 31 in ’35, 57 in ’36. 12 in’37, 
52 in ’38, 82 in 39 and 22 thus far 
in 1940. This period corresponds 
to a population rise from 3.500 in 
1932 to 5000 in 1940. 

Liquor violations, next in num¬ 
ber, were five in '35; one in '33 
(none In the first six months 
period of that year), nine in ’34.
